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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 


To  the  School  Board  of  Stoddard: 

I  hereby  submit  my  third  annual  report  as  superintend- 
ent of  schools  of  Stoddard. 

Teachers  for  Yeae  Ending  June  30,  1925. 
With  Length  of  Service  and  Professional  Prf-j'p.aration. 

Madelene  F.  Gouin,  Sept.  8  to  Nov.  10,  Keene  Normal  1  yr. 
Marion  E.  Coffey,  Nov.  10  to  Jan.  23,  Keene  Normal  ll^y^s. 
Helen  E.  Murphy,  Jan.  23  to  Apr.  3,  Keene  Normal  IV2  yrs. 
Lola  L.  Wells,  Apr.  3  to  June  12,  Keene  Normal  1%  yrs. 

The  instruction  for  the  year  ending  June  30  was  placed 
under  cadet  teachers  from  the  Keene  Normal  School.  These 
teachers  have  had  from  one  year  to  one  and  three-fourths 
years  of  normal  preparation. 

We  entered  this  system  with  some  hesitation,  due  to  the 
change  in  personality  of  teachers  so  often,  yet  we  feel  at  the 
close  of  the  year  it  has  met  with  a  large  measure  of  success.- 

The  work  has  been  ably  supervised  by  Miss  Farnum,  the 
Normal  Critic  Teacher  and,  through  her  work,  the  jar  an- 
ticipated by  the  change  of  teachers  every  nine  weeks  has  been 
almost  eliminated. 

A  rural  school  of  several  grades  demands  not  only  good 
organization  but  also  strict  economy  in  the  use  of  school 
time,  much  preparation  outside  of  school  time,  and  instruc- 
tion according  to  modern  types  of  teaching  complemented  by 
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much  drill  in  fundamentals.  Our  cadet  teachers  are  trained 
for  these  functions  of  a  standard  school  and  I  feel  that  un- 
der this  system  Stoddard  is  getting  better  service  at  less  ex- 
pense to  the  town  than  in  previous  years. 

I  wish  to  express  to  the  School  Board  my  appreciation 
of  the  confidence  it  has  placed  in  me  and  to  acknowledge 
the  loyalty  and  co-operation  of  teachers  and  parents  to  main- 
tain the  standard  and  efficiency  of  your  school.

Change  in  High  School  Tuition  Law. 

The  last  legislature  made  a  radical  change  in  high 
school  tuition.  That  all  may  become  familiar  with  its  basic 
principles,  I  herein  insert  an  excerpt  of  the  law:  Chapter 
120,  Section  26. 

"Any  district  not  maintaining  a  high  school  or  school 
of  corresponding  grade  shall  pay  for  the  tuition  of  any  child 
who  with  parents  or  guardians  resides  in  said  district  and 
who  attends  high  school  or  academy  in  another  district  in 
this  state,  and  the  parent  or  guardian  of  such  child  shall 
notify  the  school  board  of  the  district  in  which  he  resides  of 
the  high  school  or  academy  which  he  has  determined  to  at- 
tend; provided,  however,  except  as  in  section  21,  that  no 
district  shall  be  liable  for  tuition  of  a  child  in  any  school,  in 
excess  of  the  average  cost  per  child  of  instruction  for  the 
regularly  employed  teachers  of  that  school  or  of  all  the  pub- 
lic high  schools  of  the  state,  and  the  cost  of  text  books,  sup- 
plies and  apparatus  during  the  school  year  preceding,  and  in 
senior  high  school  work  only."
